Church bellringers set 
to break world record

A BAND of bellringers aims to break a world record 
at South Petherton’s parish church in October. 

Twelve bellringers from all over the country will 
meet on Saturday, October 11th to ring 21,216 
changes of a method known as Cambridge Surprise 
Maximus. If successful, the ringers will break a world 
record set on Birmingham Cathedral’s bells nearly 50 
years ago. 

The 12 highly experienced ringers are subject to 
rules laid down by the Central Council of Church Bell 
Ringers. Each ringer has to ring his bell for the whole 
time without a break. It is expected the record peal 
attempt will take approximately 14 hours. 

The church will be open throughout the day for vis¬ 
itors to listen and watch the ringers via a video link. 
Refreshments will also be available from 10am until 
the attempt finishes - with a new world record - at 
about 9pm. 

In order to contain the sound within the confines of 
the churchyard as much as possible, some additional 
sound control mechanisms will be installed in the 


tower. 

Sponsorship will be shared between Macmillan 
Cancer Support, the church and village groups taking 
part.

Twelve new bells were cast for the tower of St Peter 
and St Paul’s Church in South Petherton by John Tay¬ 
lor & Co, of Loughborough in 1998, under a scheme 
grant aided by the Millennium Commission. The 
tenor weighs 22-3-15cwt and is in the key of D. 

A new flat 6th was added in 2007; this gives the 
bellringers the choice of ringing two different oc¬ 
taves, a light or a heavier eight. 

In 2001, the bells played host to the National 
Twelve Bell Striking Competition and in September 
2004 to a record length of Yorkshire Surprise Max¬ 
imus rung by the Bath & Wells D.A.C.R. in seven 
hours and 23 minutes.

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Sixty jobs at risk at Dairy Crest 


LOCAL employer Dairy Crest has an¬ 
nounced this week it will be holding consul¬ 
tations regarding the closure of its specialist 
cream potting facility in Chard, putting 60 
jobs at risk. 

The company will also be holidng employee 
consultations over the future of its glass bot¬ 
tling dairy in Hanworth, West London, where 
a further 200 are employed. 

The business said it had “considered many 
options to improve the economic viability” of 
the site in Chard without success. As a result, 
it is proposed to close the site on economic 
grounds in the second half of 2015. 

The proposal to end production at Hanworth 
follows a strategic review of the company’s 
residential delivery service and is necessary 
to protect the long-term future of this busi¬ 
ness. It reflects reduced demand for milk in 
glass bottles. 

The proportion of milk put into glass bottles 
has fallen from 94 per cent in 1975 to just

ROAD repairs at The Beacon in Ilminster, which 
has been closed since February, are due to start 
in November nd are expected to take eight to 
10 weeks. 

The B3168 at The Beacon was closed follow¬ 
ing extreme wet weather in February, causing 
concern for the safety of drivers after the road 
moved. 

Geological investigations have now identified 
ground water stauration at the primary cause 
of the movement. However, an initial tehcincal 
report released this week stated that the dam¬ 
age was "relatively shallow", within a depth of 
four metres and contained within the highway. 

The highways department at Somerset 
County Council is now in a position to develop 
the require engineering scheme.The necessary 
repair works will incorporate a new replace¬ 
ment highway drainage system and carriage¬ 
way/footway strengthening works. Efforts are 
now being concentrated on the detailed de¬ 
sign of the scheme with an intention to com¬ 
mence onsite works in November for a period 
of approximately eight to 10 weeks. 

Aware of the ongoing concerns and contin¬ 
ued closure of The Beacon, llminster's county 
councillor Linda Vijeh visited nearby house¬ 
holds thius week with chairman of Ilminster 
Town Council's Planning Committee, Councillor 
Andrew Shearman. 

In addition to speaking with residents, who in 
the main said that they had welcomed the 
peace and quiet the road closure had brought, 
they expressed concern over the number of 
blocked drains along the route, which could 
cause further problems if not addressed 

Said Councillor Shearman: "If it were to rain 
heavily the current state of the drains would 
only make flooding in the area worse. The 
problem is really with the underlying pipes 
which have fractured, but at least keeping the 
entrance to the drains free would help." 

Councillor Vijeh added: "It is good news that 
the problem is not as bad as was feared. How¬ 
ever, my main concern now is that with work 
not due to start until November the road will 
still be closed over the vital Christmas trading 
period. I am doing all that I can to ensure it will 
be open, even if only partially, as soon as pos¬ 
sible. Businesses have suffered enough al¬ 
ready."

Chard man jailed for child sex offences 


A 54-year-old man from Chard has been jailed for 
six and a half years for carrying out a series of 
sexual offences against two girls and possessing 
more than 2,500 indecent images of children. 

Nigel Stephen Bargery, of Langdon Close, ad¬ 
mitted a series of offences and was sentenced at 
Taunton Crown Court earlier this month. 

The offences he admitted included eight 
counts of sexual touching of a child under 13, 
two counts of sexual assault on a child under 13 
and six counts of making indecent images of a 
child. 

The sexual offences were committed against 
two girls between October 2011 and August 
2013 at properties in Taunton and Bridgwater. 
They were first reported to police in late summer 
2013. 

Investigating officer Detective Constable Dar¬ 
ren Lipscomb said:"Nigel Bargery is a manipula¬ 
tive and devious offender. He abused these two 


girls over a lengthy spell of time and manipu¬ 
lated situations to make sure he had time alone 
with them. 

"When he was arrested, his car and home ad¬ 
dress were searched and a number of computers 
were seized. 

"They were examined by our High-Tech Crime 
Unit and were found to contain more than 2,500 
indecent images of children, some at the highest 
level of seriousness. 

"Although he didn't admit to the sexual of¬ 
fences in interview, he entered guilty pleas at 
court demonstrating the strength of evidence 
against him. 

"I'd like to praise the victims for showing 
tremendous strength in speaking about the 
abuse they've suffered and I'm glad they have 
been spared the ordeal of giving evidence in 
court."

Smokers told to bin their butts 
in fight against cigarette litter 


SMOKERS in Chard are being asked to bin their 
butts sensibly as the town council launches an 
anti-cigarette litter campaign. 

Supported by South Somerset District Council 
(SSDC), Chard Town Council amenities opera¬ 
tives will be using mechanical sweepers pro¬ 
vided by the district to keep the town centre 
clean, starting this week. Assisting with the deep 
clean will be workers supplied by the Probation 
Service who are taking part in the community 
payback scheme. 

Once the area has been cleaned, Chard Town 
Council will be putting up anti-cigarette litter 
posters which have been supplied by Keep 
Britain Tidy. 

Advice and support has also been provided by 
South Somerset District Council's Environmental 
Health Enforcement Team regarding possible en¬ 
forcement action to those found dropping ciga¬ 
rette related litter and also how to educate 
residents. 

Ed Ringwood, Chard Town Council's operations 
manager, said: "I have been in contact with the 
SSDC ranger at Chard Reservoir and a lot of cig¬ 
arette butts are thrown into the streams in Fore 
Street which can then end up in the reservoir. 
This then causes environmental issues down at 


the Nature Reserve for example. 

"We are now asking all smokers to start to 
make sure cigarette related litter is put into bins. 
You can save yourself the embarrassment of a 
fine from South Somerset District Council's en¬ 
forcement officers and help the environment at 
the same time." 

Councillor Jo Roundell Greene, Portfolio Holder 
for Environment at South Somerset District 
Council, added: "Supporting town and parish 
council's with litter campaigns is a great way of 
showing a joined up approach to eradicating lit¬ 
ter in towns and villages across south Somerset.

Early Airing for All-New Audi TT Roadster 


OPEN minds at Audi have again been applied to the 
classic concept of the open-top two-seater sports car, 
and the result - the all-new TT Roadster - is set to bring 
its thoroughly contemporary perspective on the time- 
honoured theme to next month's Mondial de I'Automo- 
bile in Paris. 

While on the outside it retains a fast-retracting fabric 
hood in accordance with roadster tradition and in the 
interest of weight minimisation, the third generation of 
the Audi icon embraces the future in all other respects, 
from its advanced hybrid aluminium and steel con¬ 
struction to its remarkable all-digital virtual cockpit and 
advanced new chassis with upgraded quattro drive. 
The new high performance convertible is set to arrive 
in the UK in good time for spring 2015, and will be avail¬ 
able to order from mid-November priced from £31,955 
OTR. 

"The concept of designing a compact roadster follow¬ 
ing clear geometrical rules formed the original idea for 
the Audi TT in autumn 1994,"says Prof. Dr. Ulrich Hack- 
enberg, Board Member for Technical Development at 
AUDI AG: "From the first generation on, it has been a 
sports car for the senses - a driving machine with an 
authentic design. With the new TT Roadster, we have 
developed this concept in a consistent manner and fur¬ 
ther improved the technical experience in the car with 
innovations such as the Audi virtual cockpit." 

The newTT Roadster offers the capabilities of a sports 
car with the option of added open-top exhilaration, but 


without the compromises that this blend of attributes 
often demands. Great importance has been attached 
to torsional rigidity and ride comfort, and specially de¬ 
veloped struts in the underbody and body work in their 
favour. Aerodynamics have also been prioritised, the 
new Roadster slipping cleanly and quietly through the 
air with a best-in-class drag coefficient of 0.30. 

More purposeful stance 

At 4,177 millimeters in length the two-seater is 21 mil¬ 
limetres shorter than its predecessor. Its wheelbase, on 
the other hand, has grown by 37 millimetres to 2,505 
millimetres, contributing to shorter overhangs for an 
even more purposeful stance. With a width of 1,832 mil¬ 
limetres, the newTT Roadster is 10 millimetres nar¬ 
rower than its predecessor, and at a height of 1,355 
millimetres it is 3 millimetres lower. 

The front of the open-top sports car conveys power 
and energy through its accentuated horizontal lines. 
Similar to the Audi R8, the Singleframe grille is wide and 
flat, and the four rings are positioned on the bonnet in 
the style of a high-performance sports car. On the stan¬ 
dard version, the air inlets are connected to one an¬ 
other and divided by two vertical slats. 

Two vertical lighting elements are also positioned in 
the headlights and emit the LED daytime running 
lights. In the UK these are combined with either xenon 
or LED headlamps depending on version, and in both 
cases it will be possible to upgrade these to new Matrix 
LED headlamps which can automatically divert their 


high beams around oncoming and leading traffic, and 
also feature dynamic indicators with a sweeping func¬ 
tion following the intended turn direction. 

The flat and taut top of the newTT Roadster and the 
TTS Roadster also provides a clear contrast with the 
body and is defined by the short side window design 
that is typical of theTT Roadster. When viewed from the 


side, many of the details invoke the first generation of 
the design classic. The shoulders have a muscular look 
and the sill contour forms a strong light-refracting 
edge. The broad wheel arches form their own geomet¬ 
ric entities: The front wheel arch breaks through the 
bonnet gap that continues as the tornado line all the 
way to the rear end.

YEOVIL Town finally produced a home per¬ 
formance that had the home crowd on their 
feet and sent Darren Ferguson home frus¬ 
trated and bad tempered. 

Even an appalling display from referee 
Simon Hooper and his two assistants, Adam 
Matthews and Grant Taylor couldn’t prevent 
the Glovers from producing a convincing 
win despite the only goal of the game com¬ 
ing in the 87th minute. 

Ferguson showed glimpses of his father’s 
character with outbursts of petulance on the 
touchline, and swearing quite vociferously 
at the home crowd when Marcus Maddison, 
not for the first time, threw himself to the 
floor for which he was severely booed. 

Manager Gary Johnson started with the 
same 11 who finished the 1-1 draw with
